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PREFACE. 

AT  the  present  time  the  only  existing  Apparatus  Criticus 
•*"*•  to  the  Peshitta  is  the  work  of  Herbert  Thorndike  in 
Volume  VI.  of  the  London  Polyglot  of  1657.  For  Chronicles 
Thorndike  cites  two  MSS.  only,  viz.,  Poc.  391  and  Bodl.  141 
both  of  the  Seventeenth  Century  and  of  the  same  type  of  text. 
Yet  since  the  printed  text  is  derived  from  a  MS.  equally  late  in 
date  and  poorer  in  text,  even  such  an  Apparatus  is  useful. 
I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  help  which  it  has  given  in  the 
compilation  of  the  present  work. 

But  240  years  have  passed  since  Thorndike  published  his 
collations,  and  time  has  brought  to  light  MSS.  of  the  Peshitta 
far  older  than  his.  For  the  present  Apparatus  two  MSS.  of  the 
Sixth  Century,  one  of  the  Ninth,  and  one  of  the  Twelfth  have 
been  used.  Moreover  for  the  first  time  for  the  book  of  Chronicles 
a  Nestorian  or  East  Syrian  MS.  has  been  within  reach. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  say  much  of  the  later  Jacobite  MSS. 
which  are  cited  for  the  first  time  in  these  pages,  or  of  the  fuller 
citation  here  of  later  Jacobite  MSS.  already  known.  Such 
MSS.  may  probably  all  be  correctly  described  eitJier  as  poor 
relations  (if  not  descendants)  of  the  Buchanan  Bible,  or  as 
transcripts  of  the  Florentine  MS.,  or  as  partly  one  partly  the 
other.  They  have  freely  furnished  me  with  specimen-readings, 
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but  future  editors  of  the  Peshitta  text  of  most  books  of  the 
Old  Testament  will,  I  believe,  as  a  rule  dispense  with  the 
services  of  these  MSS. 

This  Apparatus  lays  no  claim  to  completeness  ;  it  does  not 
attempt  to  register  all  the  variants  even  of  the  five  primary 
MSS.  It  is  incomplete  also  on  another  side,  for  it  does  not 
appeal  to  the  authority  of  the  Arabic  version  or  of  Patristic 
quotations.  The  Arabic  version  indeed  does  promise  help1,  but 
it  must  be  edited  before  it  can  be  used.  Patristic  quotations  on 
the  contrary  are  unpromising.  Aphraates  and  Ephraim  have 
references,  but  vague  ones  ;  Ephraim  moreover  can  be  used  for 
the  most  part  in  an  uncritical  edition  only.  Bar-Hebraeus  is 
late  and  the  source  of  his  quotations  (Peshitta,  LXX.,  Hebrew 
original)  is  frequently  uncertain.  Philoxenus  (Discourses)  seems 
to  have  no  references.  Such  evidence  as  I  have  collected  from 
the  Fathers  does  not  seem  to  be  worth  printing. 

But  if  the  treatment  of  the  text  of  Chronicles  be  incomplete, 
it  is  hoped  that  this  book  will  by  way  of  compensation  contribute 
a  little  towards  the  textual  criticism  of  the  Peshitta  in  general. 
Three  important  questions  are  directly  or  indirectly  touched  on, 
viz.,  the  value  of  the  Codex  Ambrosianus,  the  source  of  the 
characteristic  readings  of  the  printed  text,  and  the  relation  of 
the  Urumia  edition  (1852)  to  Nestorian  authorities. 

It  is  not  easy  to  acknowledge  at  all  adequately  the  help  and 
sympathy  which  scholars  both  within  and  without  the  United 
Kingdom  have  given  me.  Let  me  first  thank  Professor  Bevan, 
whose  advice,  given  at  an  early  stage  of  my  work,  proved  most 
valuable.  To  Professor  Gwynn  of  Dublin,  Professor  D.  H.  Miiller 
of  Vienna,  and  Mr  Gwilliam  of  Oxford  I  owe  many  thanks  for

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their  courteous  replies  to  the  enquiries  of  a  stranger.  Professor 
Sachau  of  Berlin  most  kindly  collated  MS.  "  Sachau  90"  in  three 
important  passages  for  me.  Professor  Guidi  of  Rome  to  whom, 
though  I  was  a  stranger,  I  ventured  to  apply  for  half-a-dozen 
readings  from  Codd.  d  m  r  v,  most  generously  sent  me  readings 
from  these  MSS.  covering  the  first  six  chapters  of  Chronicles. 
These  readings  are  given  in  the  Apparatus ;  rightly  they  should 
be  marked  d&  m's  r^  vg. 

My  heaviest  debt  of  thanks  remains  to  be  paid.  Dr  Ceriani 
of  Milan  has  always  been  generous  to  scholars  who  apply  to 
him  for  help  ;  my  own  experience  has  been  no  whit  behind  that 
of  others.  He  it  was  who  called  my  attention  to  the  two 
important  MSS.  F  and  s.  He  allowed  me  to  use  his  own 
collation  of  s  with  A  in  the  books  of  Chronicles, — a  most 
generous  permission.  He  gave  me  introductions  which  greatly 
smoothed  my  course  in  Rome.  Perhaps  the  greatest  boon  of 
all  was  the  sympathy  shewn  by  a  Veteran  Scholar  for  a  novice's 
work.  My  heartiest  thanks  are  due  to  Dr  Ceriani. 

I  desire  also  to  acknowledge  the  courteous  assistance  given 
me  at  the  following  Libraries,  the  Cambridge  University  Library, 
the  Bodleian,  the  British  Museum,  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale, 
the  Ambrosian  Library  at  Milan,  the  Laurentian  at  Florence, 
the  Royal  Library  at  Berlin,  the  Vatican  Library  and  the  Library 
of  the  Propaganda  at  Rome.  At  Rome  I  desire  particularly  to 
acknowledge  the  kindness  of  Father  Ehrle,  Monsignor  Ugolini, 
and  Signer  Durantini. 

To  the  Syndics  of  the  Cambridge  University  Press  I  offer 
my  heartiest  thanks  for  undertaking  the  publication  of  this  book, 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Press  for  the  care  bestowed  on  the 
printing  of  it. 

One  last  word  remains  to  be  said.  I  have  challenged  in  the 
Introduction  a  view  put  forward  by  Professor  Cornill  in  1886;  I 
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am  glad  to  know  on  the  best  authority  that  I  do  not  thereby 
challenge  the  Professor  Cornill  of  to-day.  In  a  letter  (dated 
May  24)  written  in  a  most  generous  tone  he  tells  me  that  he 
has  changed  his  view  "  schon  seit  Rahlfs "  (i.e.  Rahlfs'  article, 
"Beitrage  zur  Textkritik  der  Peschita,"  ZATW  1889,  pp.  161 
— 210).  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  that  this  book  thereby 
loses  whatever  controversial  character  it  originally  had. 


A  brief  answer  may  be  given  here  to  the  question,  What  on 
the  whole  is  the  result  of  a  comparison  of  the  printed  text  of 
Chronicles  with  the  best  MSS.  at  present  known.  The  answer 
may  be  given  under  four  heads. 

(a)  The  text  is  augmented  by  the  addition  of  several  clauses 
and  of  a  passage  of  fifty-four  verses  (I.  XXVI.   13— XXVII.  34) 
previously  omitted. 

(b)  Two  or  three  clauses  have  to  be  omitted. 

(c)  The  text  remains  corrupt  in  several  places. 

(d)  The  Midrashic  euphemistic  and  paraphrastic  character 
of  several  passages  remains  unaffected. 

(a)  The  clauses  which  must  probably  be  restored  to  the 
text  occur  as  follows : —

(d)  Striking  passages   containing   characteristic  renderings 
which  remain  unaffected  by  an  appeal  to  MSS.  are  the  following:

VII.  21  b  (Heb.)  is  represented  simply  by  the  words,  "The 
men  the  sons  of  Gath  who  were  born  in  the  land  came  down  to 
take  their  cattle."  Thus  the  Peshitta  (so  ABCF  sb)  represents 
the  raid  as  carried  out  by  the  Gittites  against  the  Ephraimites, 
reversing  the  statement  of  the  original. 

XII.  i.  The  paraphrastic  rendering  of  this  verse  is  confirmed 
by  ABCF  scer.  "All  these  mighty  men  of  David  were  with 
him  in  war,  and  these  entered  in  with  David  into  the  city  of 
Ziklag  when  he  fled  from  the  presence  of  Saul  the  son  of  Kish ; 
and  they  in  their  might  were  all  servants  (so  BC,  "  men  "  AF)  of 
David  ;  and  if  he  had  been  willing,  they  would  have  killed  Saul 
the  son  of  Kish,  for  they  were  mighty  men,  and  the  men  were 
warriors  ;  and  David  was  not  willing  to  allow  them  to  kill  Saul." 

XXII.  12.  "  And  he  shall  give  thee  wisdom  and  propJiccy" 
So  AB  sb.  [hiant  CF]  Not  so  Targum. 

XXIX.  15.  "For  we  are  made  like  the  smoke  of  the  pot, 
and  we  sojourn  with  thee  and  are  of  small  account  in  the 
world  ;  and  thou  didst  rule  over  our  fathers  of  old  and  thou 
didst  command  them  in  what  way  they  should  go  that  they 
might  live." 

"  For  we  sojourn   with  thee  and   are  strangers   as   all   our

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fathers ;  as  the  shadow  of  a  bird  that  flieth  in  the  air  of  heaven, 
so  is  our  day  upon  earth,  and  there  is  no  hope  for  a  man  that  he 
will  live  for  ever  "  (Targ.). 

II.  VITI.  14.  "David. ..who  rose  up  in  the  kingdom  before 
the  Lord."  So  ABCF  sb.  "  David  the  prophet  of  the 
Lord"  (Targ.)  " David  the  man  of  God"  (Heb.). 

XXI.  10.  "  Then  the  Edomites  who  dwelt  in  Libnah  rebelled." 
So  ABCF  sb.  "  Then  Libnah  rebelled  "  (Heb.  Targ.). 

XXI.  ii.  "And  he  gave  the  Nazirites  of  Jerusalem  wine  to 
drink."  So  ABCF  sb.  "And  he  caused  the  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem  to  commit  fornication"  (Heb.).  "And  he  caused  the 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  to  err  "  (Targ.). 

XXIV.  22.  "  And  his  sons  (the  sons  of  Jehoiada)  when  they 
were  put  to  death  said  "  etc.  So  ABC  sb. 

XXVIII.  23 — 25.  The  strange  transposition  of  these  verses 
is  supported  by  ABCF  sb.  (In  the  apparatus  criticus  the 
Hebrew  order  of  verses  has  been  given.) 

XXXII.  31.  "  And  he  sought  the  law  of  the  Lord,  as  it  was 
given  him  in  the  land  ;  and  he  knew  all  that  was  in  his  heart." 
So  ABF  scer.  "  And  thus  in  the  business  of  the  ambassadors 
of  the  princes  of  the  king  of  Babylon  who  were  sent  to  him  to 
enquire  of  the  wonder  which  was  in  the  land,  to  see  the  two 
tables  of  stone  which  were  in  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the 
Lord,  which  Moses  deposited  there  with  the  two  tables  of  stone 
which  were  broken  because  of  the  sin  of  the  calf  which  they 
made  in  Horeb,  the  Word  of  the  Lord  gave  him  licence  to  shew 
them  (and  he  was  not  injured)  in  order  to  try  him,  to  know  all 
that  was  in  his  heart "  (Targ.). 

xxxni.  7.  "  And  he  put  the  image  of  four  faces  which  he 
had  made  in  the  house  of  the  Lord."  So  ABF  sb.  Cp.  Talm. 
Bab.  Sanhed.  103  b:  "7DID  is  written  (i.e.  in  v.  7)  and  again 
is  written  (i.e.  in  v.  19).  R.  Johanan  said :  At  the 
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beginning  he  made  for  it  one  face,  and  at  the  end  he  made  for 
it  four  faces,  so  that  the  Shekinah  might  see  it  and  be 
grieved."1  "And  he  set  up  the  graven  image  of  the  form 
which  he  had  made  in  his  own  likeness  (flOpVTi  si  sana  sit 
lectio}  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lord  "  (Targ.). 

XXXV.  23.  "  Pharaoh  the  Lame  shot  Josiah  with  two 
arrows?  So  ABF  sb.  "  The  archers  shot  arrows  at  king 
Josiah"  (Targ.). 

The  most  striking  feature  however  of  the  Pcshitta  version  of 
Chronicles  in  GWLU  is  the  substitution  of  i  Kings  xil.  25 
— 30  followed  by  I  Kings  XIV.  I — 9  for  2  Chron.  XI.  5 — xil.  12. 
This  substitution  has  the  support  of  Codd.  ABCF  sb  and 
must  therefore  be  accepted  as  a  feature  of  the  original  text. 
This  important  fact  should  make  the  critic  pause  before  rejecting 
readings  simply  because  they  have  been  to  all  appearance  intro 
duced  from  some  parallel  passage.  The  Peshitta  version  of 
Chronicles  appears  in  the  printed  editions  as  a  freely  altered 
text ;  an  appeal  to  the  best  MSS.  within  our  reach  suggests  that 
the  alterations  belong  to  the  original  form  of  the  version.

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§  I.     Printed  Editions. 

THE  Pcshitta  text  of  I.  II.  Chronicles  has  been  printed  five 
times.  The  editio  princeps  is  that  of  the  Paris  Polyglot  of  1645 
(cited  in  these  pages  as  G)  which  was  reproduced  without  any 
improvements  in  the  London  Polyglot  of  1657  (cited  as  W).  In 
1823  Lee  reproduced  again  the  text  of  G,  omitting  the  vowels, 
introducing  about  half  a  dozen  better  readings  (I.  XVI.  i,  43  ; 
XXI.  22;  II.  V.  9;  XXIII.  1 8)  and  about  half  a  dozen  misprints 
(I.  v.  25;  xxi.  17;  II.  v.  6,  9,  14;  vn.  10).  It  will  be  seen 
moreover  from  a  list  of  readings  given  below  that  Lee  rejected 
or  neglected  better  readings  even  in  cases  in  which  his  own  three 
MSS.  (the  "Buchanan  Bible"  and  the  two  Oxford  codices)  agree 
against  the  readings  of  G.  His  edition  is  here  cited  as  L.  The 
edition  (cited  as  (/)  printed  at  Urumia  by  the  American  mis 
sionaries  in  1852  is  a  reproduction  of  L  in  Nestorian  characters 
with  Nestorian  vowels  and  with  improved  spellings.  Some  of 
Lee's  misprints  are  corrected,  but  no  variation  from  L  may  be 
safely  reckoned  as  a  various  reading  based  on  manuscript 
authority.  Thus  the  four  editions  of  the  books  of  Chronicles 
are  but  for  Lee's  half-dozen  improvements  reducible  to  one 
edition ;  so  that  except  in  these  half-dozen  places  G,  the  editio 
princeps,  represents  the  present  state  of  the  printed  text.  The 
fifth  issue  is  dated  "  Mosul,  1887,"  but  I  have  not  been  able  to 
see  it,  nor  does  it  seem,  judged  by  the  reports  of  those  who  have 
seen  it,  to  have  any  independent  value. 

Most  unfortunately  G,  the  editio  princeps,  was  printed  from 
MS.  "Syriaques  6"  of  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale,  a  MS.  of  less

value  than  any  other  which  I  have  examined.  "  Syriaques  6 " 
(cited  here  as  "z")  was  unfortunate  both  in  its  birth  and  in  its 
bringing  up.  From  the  first  it  contained  more  errors  due  to 
homceoteleuton  than  any  other  of  the  MSS.  here  cited ;  and 
it  was  afterwards  revised  by  an  editor1  who  made  corrections 
in  the  text  and  supplied  omissions  in  the  margin  on  a  large 
scale  often  without  any  manuscript  authority  whatsoever.  The 
editorial  readings  in  z  frequently  stand,  as  will  presently  be 
shewn,  absolutely  alone.  I  have  cited  these  readings  whether 
occurring  in  the  text  or  in  the  margin  with  z2.  Through  G 
many  of  them  have  passed  not  only  into  W  and  L,  but  also 
into  U. 

The  two  tables  following  illustrate  the  dependence  of  the 
printed  editions  on  z  and  on  z2.  (The  sign  >  should  be  read 
"against  the  authority  of".)

The  above  lists  shew  that  the  two  editions  L  and  U  follow  z 
(or  z2)  even  in  places  in  which  we  have  most  right  to  expect  that 
other  and  better  authorities  would  be  followed.  Thus  in  thirty- 
nine  places  (marked  above  with  *)  L  =  z  (or  z2)  against  the 
combined  authority  of  Lee's  own  three  MSS.,  B  p  u  i.e.  the 
Buchanan  Bible  and  the  two  Oxford  codices.  Again  in  thirty- 
six  instances  (marked  above  with  •)•)  U  agrees  with  z  (or  z2) 
though  the  only  Nestorian  MS.  of  Chronicles  known  to  us 
("  Sachau  90 ")  disagrees  with  z  (or  z2).  Thus  L  and  U  have 
brought  hardly  any  improvements  into  the  text  of  Chronicles, 
but  on  the  contrary  have  preserved  many  of  the  least  trust 
worthy  readings  of  G. 

It  may  be  added  that  this  blind  following  of  z  (or  z2)  on  the 
part  of  L  and  U  (particularly  the  former)  is  not  confined  to 
Chronicles.  The  following  instances  are  taken  from  the 
Prophets  : —

2  cited 
below  in  the  section  on  the  Codex  Ambrosianus.  In  each  of 
these  cases  the  reading  which  Cornill  assumed  to  be  the  read 
ing  of  the  Peshitta  is  simply  the  reading  of  z  (or — still  worse — 
of  z2),  while  the  reading  of  the  Codex  Ambrosianus  is  with  a 
few  insignificant  exceptions  that  also  of  BCEFS  k  p  u  v. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  clear  that  z  was  not  the  only  MS. 
used  for  the  text  of  G.  The  Editors  note  in  one  place  (not  in 
Chronicles)  that  certain  verses  are  missing  "  in  utroque  manu- 
scripto."  Indeed  an  inscription  in  MS.  "  Syriaques  7"  of  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale  ("1")  claims  that  this  MS.  was  used  for 
the  production  of  G  (cp.  Zotenberg,  Catalogue  p.  2).  Two  facts 
however  speak  against  this  claim  ;  1,  unlike  z,  is  clean  and 
unpointed.  Perhaps  the  truth  is  that  1  was  at  the  elbow  (without 
being  in  the  confidence)  of  the  Editors.  Still  some  other  MS. 
(not  yet  identified)  must  have  been  used  besides  z  to  set  up  the 
type  from,  at  least  for  II.  Kings,  a  book  which  is  represented  in 
z  by  a  small  fragment  only.  However  this  may  be,  we  may  say 
with  some  confidence  that  the  bulk  of  the  O.  T.  was  printed  in 
G  from  z,  for  Printers'  marks  untouched  or  half  erased  are  to  be 
traced  in  this  MS.  through  the  Pentateuch,  Job,  Joshua,  I.  Kings, 
Chronicles,  Proverbs,  I.  Maccabees  (II.  Mace,  is  wanting),  Ezra- 
Nehemiah,  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Ezekiel  and  Daniel. 


§  2.     MSS.  of  the  Peshitta. 

(a)  The  Codex  Ambrosianus  (here  cited  as  A)  has  been 
published  in  facsimile  by  Dr  Ceriani  (Milan  1876-83)  and  there 
fore  needs  little  description.  It  contains  the  following  books 
in  the  order  given :— The  Pentateuch,  Job,  Joshua,  Judges, 
I.  II.  Samuel,  Psalms,  I.  II.  Kings,  Proverbs,  Wisdom,  Eccle- 
siastes,  Canticles,  Isaiah,  Jeremiah  (with  Lamentations,  the 
Epistle  of  Jeremiah,  and  I.  II.  Epistles  of  Baruch),  Ezekiel, 
XII.  Minor  Prophets,  Daniel  (with  Bel  and  the  Dragon),  Ruth, 
Susanna,  Esther,  Judith,  Sirach,  I.  II.  Chronicles,  Apocalypse 
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of  Baruch,  IV.  Esdras,  Ezra-Nehemiah  (undivided),  I.  II.  III.  IV. 
Maccabees,  Josephus  B.  J.  book  VI. 

A  full  paLneographical  description  of  the  MS.  is  expected 
from  the  pen  of  Dr  Ceriani ;  it  is  enough  to  say  here  that  it  is 
written  in  an  Estrangela  hand  probably  of  the  Sixth  Century. 

In  spite  of  the  unfavourable  opinion  of  Professor  Cornill,  this 
MS.  seems  to  be,  all  things  considered,  certainly  the  most 
valuable  authority  which  we  possess  for  the  Peshitta  text  of  the 
Old  Testament.  Some  interesting  and  perhaps  original  readings 
in  which  it  stands  alone  against  all  other  authorities  which  I 
have  examined  are  the  following : — 

I.  Chr.  xil.  8.  The  description  of  the  mighty  men  of  Gad  who 
joined  David  closes  (in  the  ordinary  text)  with  the  words,  "  And 
when  they  fought  against  (^»JLOv±ka\^a)  a  mountain  they  rooted 
it  out."     Cod.  A  alone  for  "  fought "  reads  "  were  assembled  " 
(.  IT  i«t^jsa)  thereby  giving  a  Midrashic  turn  to  the  verse  ;  when 
these 'doctors'  of  Gad  were  assembled  to  discuss  some  mountain- 
like  difficulty,   they  solved   it.     It   is   interesting  that   in   both 
readings  D^OM  ('  like  the  roes ')  is  taken  as  a  verb  (D&OM). 
(Compare    I.    V.    12.     The   children    of    Gad    were    under   the 
leadership  of  Joel  who 'taught  them  the  Scriptures  well.'     In 
the  Targum  this  Joel  is  pVrnjD   B>H.) 

II.  IV.  9.     'And  [Solomon]  made  one  great  court  for  the 
priests  and   Levites'  (usual  text).     According  to  the   Hebrew 
'  he  made  the  court  (*")¥!"!)  of  the  priests  and  the  great  court ' 
(j"HTy).     Cod.  A  reads  simply,  'he  made  the  new  great  court' 

II.  X.  4.  '[Lighten  somewhat]  of  the  hard  lordsJiip  (cn^\c\i^3) 
[of  thy  father]'  (usual  text).  Cod.  A  alone  reads  'of  the  hard 
discipline,  chastisement  (cn^onijrtt)  [of  thy  father].' 

II.  X.  7.  '  If  thou  wilt  speak  with  them  good  words,  they  will 
be  to  thee  good  servants  and  subjects  all  the  days  of  thy  life.' 
Cod.  A  alone  (in  Chro'nicles)  omits  the  second  "good"  which 
may  indeed  be  a  gloss ;  in  the  parallel  passage  of  Kings  all 
authorities  omit  the  word. 

II.  XXII.  ii.    Jehosheba  hid  Joash  in  the  bed-chamber  of  her 
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bed  (omAT^gj.i  relicvns).  This  is  the  reading  of  all  MSS.  of 
Chronicles  except  A,  and  of  all  MSS.  including  A  in  the  parallel 
passage  of  II.  Kings.  In  Chronicles  however  Cod.  A  reads  'in 
the  bed-chamber  of  her  dwelling'  (aiiAJC-sa.i).  The  reading 
cn-TtT*^.!  may  be  a  later  gloss  introduced  to  make  the  meaning 
of  KliO\in  (fcoiTwv)  clear,  and,  as  sometimes  happens,  the  true 
reading  in  two  parallel  passages  may  be  preserved  in  one  MS. 
of  the  less  read  (and  less  frequently  transcribed)  of  the  two 
parallel  texts. 

Cornill  on  Cod.  A. 

(b)  It  seems  almost  necessary  in  this  place  to  consider  briefly 
the  judgment  passed  on  Cod.  A  by  Professor  Cornill  (Ezechiel, 
pp.  140-145).  It  will  be  remembered  that  Cornill  after  reckon 
ing  up  86  places  in  the  book  of  Ezekiel  in  which  he  says  that 
Cod.  A  agrees  with  the  Massoretic  text  '  gegen  die  ubrigen 
Recensionen  '  of  the  Peshitta,  concludes  that  the  text  of  Cod.  A 
has  been  corrected  and  altered  on  a  large  scale  to  conform  to 
the  Massoretic,  and  that  '  among  all  accessible  texts  of  the 
Peshitta  A  is  the  worst'  (Ezechiel,  p.  145). 

An  able  answer  to  Professor  Cornill  has  been  already  given 
(ZATW  1889,  pp.  161-210)  by  Dr  Alfred  Rahlfs,  but  since 
Rahlfs,  while  rightly  emphasising  the  importance  of  the  Urumia 
edition  of  the  Peshitta  for  textual  criticism,  has  not  appealed 
directly  to  MSS.,  there  is  room  for  a  second  answer  based  on  a 
direct  appeal  to  MSS.  After  a  careful  examination  of  test 
passages  in  eight  or  ten  MSS.  (some  of  the  highest  importance) 
I  am  led  to  the  conclusion  that  Professor  Cornill's  judgment  on 
Cod.  A  cannot  be  maintained.  Cod.  A  in  its  agreement  with 
the  Massoretic  text  does  not  stand  alone  to  the  extent  suggested 
by  Cornill's  words.  The  reverse  is  very  often  the  case  and  the 
printed  texts  GL  (and  sometimes  U  also  ;  I  omit  W  as  a  mere 
reprint  of  G)  are  found  to  rest  on  one  or  two  late  MSS.,  while 
the  older  MSS.  unite  to  support  the  rival  readings  of  Cod.  A. 
The  agreement  of  the  Codex  Ambrosianus  with  the  Massorets 
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is  no  doubt  a  fact,  but  the  whole  truth  seems  to  be  that  a  text 
formed  from  the  best  and  oldest  MSS.  would  agree  about  as 
frequently  as  Cod.  A  with  the  Massoretic  and  ^vould  disagree  as 
frequently  witJt  tJie  present  printed  text.  The  following  instances 
chosen  out  of  Professor  Cornill's  eighty-six  will  support  this 
contention.

(c)  The  Buchanan  Bible  (Camb.  Univ.  Lib.  Oo.  I  .  I,  2)  is  a 
Pandect  bound  in  two  volumes  which  was  brought  from  the 
Malabar  Coast  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  (nineteenth) 
century  by  Dr  Claudius  Buchanan.  It  contains  the  following 
books  of  the  Old  Testament  in  the  order  given  :  —  Pentateuch, 
Job,  Joshua,  Judges,  I.  II.  Samuel,  Psalms,  I.  II.  Kings  (the  order 
of  books  thus  far  being  that  of  Cod.  A),  Chronicles,  Proverbs, 
Ecclesiastes,  Canticles,  Sirach,  Isaiah,  Jeremiah  (with  Lamenta 
tions,  I.  II.  Epistles  of  Baruch,  and  Epistle  of  Jeremiah), 
Ezekiel,  XII.  Minor  Prophets,  Daniel  (with  Bel  and  Dragon),

1  FS  v  are  here  bracketed  because  the  last  three  words  of  the  reading  in  support 
of  which  these  MSS.  are  quoted  have  not  been  verified  in  them. 
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Ruth,  Susanna,  Esther,  Judith,  Ezra-Nchemiah,  Wisdom,  I.  II. 
III.  IV.  Maccabees,  Esdras,  Tobit.  The  New  Testament  follows, 
the  Apocalypse  being  left  out  and  the  four  Minor  Catholic 
Epistles  being  given  in  a  group  by  themselves. 

Though  this  MS.  was  brought  from  India,  we  have  reason  to 
believe  that  its  birthplace  was  nearer  Syria.  It  is  written  in 
a  Jacobite  serta  probably  of  the  twelfth  century.  (See  the 
facsimile  in  the  late  Professor  Bensly's  "  Fourth  Book  of 
Maccabees.")  Two  other  important  MSS.  written  in  a  very 
similar  hand  are  "  Crawfurd  Syr.  2 "  from  which  Professor 
Gwynn  has  recently  (at  the  beginning  of  1897)  published  a 
version  of  the  Apocalypse  before  unknown,  and  "  Vatican  Syr. 
266  "  which  contains  the  three  Catholic  Epistles  (iwt  Jude  also 
as  is  stated  in  Mai's  Catalogue)  and  the  Epistles  of  S.  Paul. 
Professor  Gwynn  (Apocalypse  of  S.  JoJm,  Introductory  Disser 
tation,  pp.  CVI-CXIX  ;  cp.  Transactions  R.  I.  A.,  vol.  XXX,  p. 
347  ff.)  after  careful  consideration  of  all  the  phenomena  of  the 
Crawfurd  MS.  assigns  it  'probably  to  the  last  quarter  of  the 
twelfth  century'  and  to  the  district  of  Tur-'abdin.  The  same 
date  (and  perhaps  the  same  birthplace)  may  be  assigned  to  the 
Buchanan  Bible  without  much  fear  of  error. 

In  text  Cod.  B  is  related  rather  to  the  later  than  the  earlier 
MSS.  In  its  best  moments  it  agrees  with  Cod.  C,  but  it 
frequently  leaves  C  in  order  to  company  with  the  run  of 
seventeenth  century  MSS.  A  few  examples  will  illustrate  the 
affinities  of  B.  (The  late  MSS.  are  given  without  any  attempt 
at  completeness,  just  as  there  was  time  to  collate  them  or  not.)

(d)  The  MS.  here  cited  as  C  (Brit.  Mus.  Add.  17104)  is  no. 
XXV.  of  Wright's  Catalogue.  The  writing  is  Estrangela  of  the 
sixth  century.  It  contains  the  book  of  Chronicles  only  and  that 
with  large  gaps.  From  the  First  Book  two  passages  are  missing, 
viz.  XIV.  I2-XVII.  27  and  XXII.  8  to  the  end  of  the  Book.  From 
the  Second  Book  four  passages,  viz.  I.  i-V.  14,  xviii.  19-29, 
XX.  24-32,  XXIX.  5  to  the  end  of  the  Book. 

Though  Cod.  C  and  Cod.  A  belong  probably  to  the  same 
century  they  exhibit  different  types  of  text,  which  are  preserved 
in  later  MSS.,  the  C-type  in  Cod.  B,  the  A- type — in  part  at 
least — in  Cod.  F.  The  following  instances  will  suffice  to  illus 
trate  this.

of  Asseman's  Catalogue.  It  is  written  on  parchment  in  a  small 
cursive  hand  probably  of  the  ninth  century.  As  to  spelling  it 
may  be  noticed  that  prosthetic  Alaph  is  common,  we  have  e.g.

XL  3~xxi.  i) 
are  given  in  facsimile  from  this  MS.  in  Dr  Ceriani's  facsimile 
edition  of  the  Codex  Ambrosianus  (Milan  1876-1883). 

Asseman's  account  of  the  contents  of  Cod.  F  is  inaccurate. 
The  MS.  is  defective  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end,  and 
contains  the  following  books  in  the  order  given  :  —  Leviticus 
(beginning  XV.  13  >o3CUKls?3),  Numbers,  Deuteronomy  (wants 
in.  3  >jjAv±93.i  —  ix.  19  Qs^nT.o),  Joshua,  Judges  (ends  at 
XX.  33),  I.  II.  Samuel  (beginning  I.Sam,  n.  18  K^ctsa.i  K'Ai.ia), 

I.  II.  Kings  (undivided),  I.  II.  Chronicles  (undivided),  Psalms, 
Canticles  from  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  and  some  extra- 
canonical  source,  the  "True  and  Orthodox  Confession  of  the 
Three  Hundred  and  Eighteen  Holy  Fathers,"  Isaiah,  Jeremiah 
(with  Lamentations),  Ezekiel,  Hosea  (ends  at  XIV.  6  rtlsaiia). 

A  later  scribe  seems  to  have  imitated  the  original  hand. 
To  him  are  due  (a)  Gen.  I.  i  —  XXXIV.  15  written  on  paper  and 
prefixed  to  the  volume,  and  (b)  a  supplement  at  the  end  (also  on 
paper)  containing  the  missing  part  of  the  XII.  Minor  Prophets, 
Daniel  (with  apocryphal  additions),  Esther  (ends  IX.  18),  Judith 
(beginning  VI.  18),  and  Ezra  (the  canonical  book,  unfinished). 
I  have  referred  to  the  work  of  this  later  scribe  as  F2. 

The  following  passages  may  be  cited  as  containing  interest 
ing  readings  attested  practically  by  F  alone  (since  d  1  m  are 
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clearly  derived  from  FX     [Compare  also  I.  Chron.  chaps,  xvill. 
and  XIX.  passim.]

The  text  of  Cod.  F  is  peculiar.  While  resembling  that  of 
Cod.  A  in  many  striking  instances,  it  frequently  departs  from 
A  (and  from  all  ottier  MSS.  which  I  Jtave  examined}  in  other 
instances  equally  striking  to  agree  with  the  Massoretic  text  It 
is  difficult  to  quell  the  suspicion  that  F  would  be  found  guilty  if 
tried  on  the  count  brought  by  Professor  Cornill  against  A.  It 
seems  quite  probable  that  in  Chronicles  at  least  its  text  has 
been  so  freely  conformed  to  the  Massoretic,  that  its  value  as  a 
witness  to  the  text  of  the  Peshitta  is  seriously  lessened.  Yet 
where  A  is  silent  through  loss  of  text,  F  should  surely  be  heard, 
for  it  seems  sometimes  to  preserve  the  reading  of  the  lost  mutual 
ancestor  of  A  and  F.  One  instance  of  this  is  probably  to  be 
found  in  II.  XIII.  5,  and  another  in  II.  XXIX.  22,  23. 

Codex  "  Sachau  90." 

(/)  MS.  "  Sachau  90  "  (s)  is  written  on  paper  in  a  Nestorian 
hand  with  many  Nestorian  vowels.  It  has  many  differences  of 
spelling  from  the  late  West  Syrian  MSS.,  e.g.  the  scribe  writes 
A-»\flcu  and  r^ciu.i.  It  was  finished  according  to  the  colophon 
A.  Gr.  1966,  i.e.  A.D.  1654  or  1655.  Its  contents  are  as  follows  in 
the  order  given: — I.  II.  III.  Maccabees,  Chronicles,  Ezra-Nehe- 
miah.  the  Great  Wisdom,  Judith.  Esther,  Susanna,  the  Epistle  of 
Jeremiah  and  the  two  Epistles  of  Baruch.  Chronicles  is  divided 
into  thirty-seven  sections ;  II.  Chr.  I.  I  occurs  in  the  middle  of 
Section  Eighteen. 
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In  text  Cod.  s  stands  far  above  the  West  Syrian  MSS.  of  the 
seventeenth  (or  sixteenth)  century  ;  indeed  it  must  be  reckoned 
as  a  primary  MS.  and  as  sometimes  speaking  the  decisive  word 
when  the  other  primary  MSS.  viz.  ABCF  disagree.  It  contains 
several  readings  (probably  original)  which  occur  elsewhere  in 
Cod.  A  only;  see  II.  vi.  18  ;  xm.  4 ;  xxm.  3  ;  xxiv.  i  ;  xxvi. 
1 6  ;  XXVIII.  21.  Cod.  s  supplies  also  some  striking  instances  of 
agreement  with  F  against  most  authorities;  see  II.  xm.  5; 
XXVI.  20  ;  and  xxix.  23,  places  in  which  F  perhaps  preserves  the 
reading  of  the  lost  mutual  ancestor  of  A  and  F. 

§  3.     Aim  and  arrangement  of  this  book. 

My  object  in  these  pages  is  not  to  give  a  complete  apparatus 
criticus  to  Chronicles,  but  rather  to  use  Chronicles  to  illustrate 
the  relation  of  some  of  the  chief  MSS.  of  the  Peshitta  to  one 
another  and  to  the  printed  text.  A  critical  edition  of  the  Old 
Testament  in  the  Peshitta  version  is  badly  needed,  and  my  hope 
is  that,  if  interest  be  aroused,  the  want  will  be  supplied.  In  the 
mean  time  the  following  considerations  may  be  of  service  in  the 
use  of  existing  helps  to  the  textual  criticism  of  the  Peshitta. 
(Compare  Rahlfs,  ZATW  1889,  pp.  165,  6.) 

1 i )  GL  U  when  they  agree  may  or  may  not  be  independent 
witnesses.     The  reading  which  all  three  support  is  sometimes 
dependent  on  the  single  attestation  of  z. 

(2)  Only  the  variations  of  L  from  G,  and  of  U  from  GL 
may  be  safely  treated  as  significant. 

(3)  The  variation   of  L    from    G  may  signify  that  B  p  u 
combine  against  z,  or  (in  the  Prophets)  that  BC  p  u  combine 
against  z. 

(4)  The  variation  of  U  from  GL  signifies  as  a  rule  that  U 
has  a  genuine   Nestorian   reading ;    if    U  be   supported  in  the 
variation  by  Cod.  A,  the  reading  is  probably  original,  if  U  be 
supported  not  only  by  Cod.  A  but  also  by  Thorndike's  MSS. 
(Walton's  Polyglot,  vol.  VI.),  the  reading  is  probably  that  of 
practically  all  the  MSS. 
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In  citing  MSS.  I  have  striven  after  accuracy  with  all  my 
power;  every  reading  of  a  primary  MS.  has  been  twice  examined1. 
The  readings  marked  "scer"  have  been  thrice  examined,  twice  by 
Dr  Ceriani,  and  once  by  myself  to  make  sure  that  I  had  made 
no  error  in  transcribing  the  notes  which  Dr  Ceriani  most 
generously  lent  me.  No  reading  of  any  MS.  is  cited  which  I 
have  not  examined  with  my  own  eyes,  save  with  the  following 
exceptions.  Professor  Guidi  of  Rome,  though  I  was  a  stranger, 
sent  me  collations  of  codices  d  m  r  v  for  the  first  six  chapters 
of  I.  Chronicles.  Professor  Sachau  of  Berlin  very  kindly  collated 
Cod.  s  ("Sachau  90")  in  II.  n.  14,  XV.  17,  and  XVI.  12;  these 
readings  will  be  found  in  the  Addenda.  In  one  or  two  places 
(hardly  more)  I  have  quoted  the  Bodleian  MS.  Poc.  391  as  "pth" 
from  Thorndike's  collation  ;  otherwise  I  have  never  used  Thorn- 
dike  without  verification.  I  have  been  much  helped  by  the  work 
done  for  the  London  Polyglot,  but  I  have  found  several  blemishes 
in  it. 

I  have  used  capitals  to  designate  MSS.  which  are  at  least  as 
early  as  the  thirteenth  century,  and  small  letters  for  the  later 
MSS.  In  the  case  of  one  MS.  ("r")  this  rule  has  perhaps  been 
broken  ;  see  r  in  the  list  of  MSS. 

In  cases  in  which  a  MS.  supports  a  given  reading  but  with 
some  small  variation  (specially  in  spelling)  of  its  own,  the  letter 
designating  the  MS.  is  as  a  rule  silently  enclosed  in  square 
brackets.  If  however  the  variation  is  of  interest  it  is  added 
within  the  square  brackets. 

In  cases  in  which  it  is  at  all  probable  that  a  parallel  passage 
has  exercised  a  disturbing  influence  on  the  text,  reference  is 
made  immediately  to  such  a  passage  within  curved  brackets. 
In  no  case  however  has  it  been  assumed  without  examination 
that  the  printed  text  of  any  parallel  passage  is  trustworthy. 
References  to  Genesis  have  been  verified  by  comparing  L  with 
Codd.  AB  and  with  Cod.  D  (B.  M.  Add.  14425,  dated  A.D.  464). 

1  Cod.  S  (Sachau  201)  may  be  an  exception ;  for  I  have  no  note  of  my  revision  of 
the  readings  of  this  MS. 
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References  to  Samuel  and  Kings  rest  on  an  examination  of 
Codd.  ABF  and  also  of  Cod.  N  (Camb.  Univ.  Add.  1964, 
Nestorian,  XIII,  century).  References  to  Isaiah  have  been 
verified  by  the  use  of  Codd.  ABF  and  also  of  Cod.  C  (Camb. 
Univ.  LI  .  2  .  4,  the  "  Cant."  of  Thorndike,  dated  at  Edessa 
A.D.  1173).  In  any  case  in  which  the  text  of  the  parallel 
passage  is  uncertain,  the  authorities  on  both  sides  are  given,  e.g. 
under  I.  Chr.  XVIII.  10  it  is  noted  that  in  II.  Sam.  vill.  10 
»cnt»  "73 o  is  read  by  AF  and  >ori4Ato  by  BN. 

In  order  to  help  the  reader  to  readily  identify  the  words 
affected  by  a  divergence  of  reading  I  have  often  added  within 
square  brackets  from  the  immediate  context  one  or  more  words 
which  are  unaffected  by  the  divergence.
